"FLOGGING IN PRISONS. 


The following fram the cho (London) of 6th 
November will interest many of our readers who 
ramember the. clrcumatances of the recent 
flogging fatallty In Victorfa Gaol :— 

To the Editor of Tae Ache, ; 

Str—In the year.1845 Fredesick John White 
was court-martialled =* Hounslow, and sen- 
fenced ta be flogged for inanbordination. He: 
recelved no fond for ¢7 hears previnas to the 
exrent{on “ofythn sentance, aud whether thls 
debilitated, wh or whether the flogging Itself 
was the sole factor, the long and shot of the 
story {s that the aofortanate man, after sonic 
weeks {n the hospital, dled = Ata poshemordem 
necformed by the late Sle Evarmus Wilson 
(then Mr, Wilsan) such {njories were found as to 
ablize this well-known surgeon to state that, iad 
fe not been for the flogging, Frederick John 
White would stlllhave been a living man, The 
Jary found In acenedance with Wilson's state- 
men? and by the horror It expressed—a horror 
which way taken up by the general poblic— 
flogging In the Army was doomed, and had 
virically died out even before it was by law 
abolished. : 

What is the ute of telling this ofd.word story? 
Te ds because the very same rcene was enscted 
this verv year onder British authority, In May 
last, at Hogekong, 2 Chlanmen, aged 40 years, 
convicted of larceny, was sentenced to 28 days’, 
{mprlronment with hard Ixbour, He refased to. 
work, way pot 07 rice and water for threo days, 
and then, as he vereisted In refusal to work, was 
given six strokes with a rattan rod. After three 
days he was ngala ordered to work, and again 
Aeclined to do It, This resulted in a farther 
floggtog, 12 strokes betng this time {nflicted. 
Two days later muscular abscesses formed. 
They were treated tn the hospital, but blood 
patsoning set fn, and on the and Jana the 
man died, It {¢ stated that over-ten per 
cent. of the prisoners last year were flogged, 
and thet two per cent. had muscular. abscestes, 
Tt Is worth remarking that the unfortunate Fre-- 
derick John White also developed bolle’ several 
days before bis death. Donbtless the same 
medical opinion might have been given of bim 
which {s given of this Hongkong death, “the 
preliminary starving probably contributing’ to 
this resalt by lowering the vitality of the tls- 
sue.” Now, Str, can nothing be dane to’ pre- 
vent a recurrence of such a tragedy? I see in 
your leeun of November ath that the Hon..T, H. 
Whitehead, member of the Hongkong | Legitla- 
tive Council, {san exceptoually able man, who 
seems to have the Interests of the varlous popu- 
lations In Hongkong at heart. Is there soy 
hope that this sad story may come under his 
nevice, and that he may be mowed to uso bls 
influence so as to prevent proceedings any longer 
occurring out there which. sare absolutely 
antagonistic to the feeling of the British pubile.
